The picture is not always interesting, 
in fact the sappy musical comedy plot 
becomes downright boring at times, 
but just when you begin to squirm in 
your seat, Groucho 
Marx will step for- 
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based on sex we suggest that you stay 
at home, because you are almost cer- 
tain to forget your offended sense of 
decency and laugh heartily at some of 
the risqué gags, thereby giving Mrs. 
Johnson a chance to take a dirty dig 
at you the next time the bridge club 
meets and you can’t attend, 

Featured with the Marx Brothers 
are the well known musical comedy 
stars, Mary Eaton and Oscar Shaw. 
Miss Eaton photographs well and fur- 
ther justifies her presence with a bit of 
enjoyable dancing, but as far as we 
could see Mr. Shaw was invited be- 
cause he and Miss Eaton have been 
associated a great deal on the stage, 


dance of sob stuff and obvious melo- 
dramatic situations, but a hard-boiled 
New York first night audience paid 
tribute to the splendid performance 
of the child actor, Mickey McBan by 
considerable sniffling in its handker- 
chiefs.

What little interest the film attains is due directly to the 
efforts of Josephine Dunn and Sam Hardy.
